A survey of Canada’s material and 
spiritual development in the past 60 
years, an optimistic outline of what 
the future holds in store for the Do- 
minion, and a tribute to those who 
were contributing towards further 
cementing the friendly relations that 
have existed between Canada and the 
United States for over a century were 
given by the Hon. J. E. Matcolm, Min-

Manufacturing In The West 


‘Lhe general impression of the prairie provinces of Canada held through- 


out the Eastern provinces and in other countries is that they are almost, 
purely agricultural, and that manufacturing Is practically negtigible and, | 


where carried on, Is on a small scale and local in character. No doubt muny 
Wesiern people if asked for Information on the subject would express much 
the same opinion. Nor would such a view have been very wide of the mark, 
a comparatively few years ago. 

Within recent years, however, a marked change has taken place, and | 


manufacturing along many lines is now an important feature of Western | 


activity, Not only is this the case but development along industrial lines 1s 


proceeding at a pace which is a surprise to people who take the trouble to | 


investigate. The extent and rapldtty of this growth is only realized when | 


actual olficial statistics are studied and comparisons made from year to year. | 


The gathering and compilation of statistics of this kind is slow and 
laborious work, and considerable time must of necessity clapse before an 
returns from many Industries are obtained and classified, Latest avalluble | 
figures, therefore, are always for a period of one or two years back. Recently 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics issued a report on the manufacturing | 
industries of the prairle provinces for the calendar year i925, compaxing them | 
with the figures for 1924. The growth indicated in thls twelve month period 
is quite remarkable and most encouraging. | 

For the year 1925 the number of manufacturing industries reporting was 
tractically the same as for 1924, but the gratifying fact is disclosed that these 
industries substantially increased thelr capital, employed many more workers, 
largely increased their wage bills, utilized larger quantitles of materials, 
produced many more millions of dollars worth of goods of all Kinds, and 
operated On a@ much more profitable basis, 

Capital invested in manufacturing industries in Manitoba, Saskatehewan | 
and Alberta increased by $14,000,000 during 1925, and at the end of that year 
atnounted to $221,775,000, 

‘The number of employees Increased by over 6,000 during the year with 
the result that no less than 27,178 people are now engaged in some form of 
manufacturing Industry on the prairles. To these 27,178 people salaries and 
wages were pald aggregating $42,827,000, or nearly elght millfon dollars more 
than in the preceding year. 

Materlals used by the yeral industries during 1925 had a value of 
$/ 41,892,000, or an increase of over $21,500,000 over the preceding year. | 

Through the application of labor and the use of these materials, gvods | 
having a gross value of $239,352,000 were praduced, or an increase of $55,541,- | 
000 over 1924. In other words, the prairie provinces in 1925 turnéd out on | 
the average twenty million dollars worth of manufactured goods per montn, | 
or three million dollars per month more than in the preceding year. The net | 
value of 1925 production was $97,459,000, or $14,000,000 greater than in 1924. | 

Analysizing these figures to some extent, it will be seen that manufac: | 
turing industry in the west, after paying $21,500,000 more for materials, and | 
$6,000,000 more in salaries and wages, increased the net value of production | 
in the one year by an amount equal to the total increase in the amount of 
capital invested, Certainly a most encourdging showing. |

Apple Storage 


Must Be Stored In a Cool Place To 
Prevent Deterioration 

The results of an experiment con- 
ducted recently, at the Summerland, 
B.C., Experimental Station, show that 
by reducing the temeratpure of apples 
to 32 degrees F., soon after they are 
picked a greatly extended storage life 
may be obtained. The advantages of 
cold storage over common storage He» 
largely in {he fact that it provides 
low temperatures during October and 
November, while common storage 
temperatures during those mouths are 


frequently as high as 60 degrees. It is} 


pointed out, however, that cold stor- 
age should*not be regarded as a cure: 
all. Even at 80 degrees the life pro- 
cesses of the apple continue to pro- 
gress, though at a reduced rate. To bo 
most effective low storage tempera- 
tures must be accompanied by other 
factors, such as eflicient harvesting 
methods, high humidity, proper ven- 
tilation, and the use of ofl wraps for 
some varieties. It is fair to say that 
the consumer should also know how 
apples should be treated after they 
come into his hands. A week or two in 
a warm furnace room or under the 
kitchen table will spoil even tho best 
apples, The best piace to keep apples 
is in a cool, damp cellar, from which
